Johnson last May, was concluded on yes- 
.erday afternoon, but Judge Smith with- 
leld his decision until to-day. This af- 
iCrnoon at 2 o'clock, after reviewing the 
objections made by the prisoner's counsel, 
fudge Smith overruled the motion, and 
ordered Davis to stand up and receive his 
sentence. The Judge asked Davis if he 
had anything te say why the judgment of 
,he court should not be pronounced upon 
him, and Davis replied, "Nothing what- 
ever." The court then sentenced the 
murderer to 14 years at hard labor in the 
penitentiary, one day in each year at soli- 
ary confinement, and also to pay the 
costs of the prosecution. 


The prisoner received his sentence with- 


out flinching, and retired to his cell in 
he county jail in the custody of the 
sheriff. 


The court, on petition of W. C. Johns, 


counsel for the prisoner, granted the de- 
'ense 90 days in which to file a bill of ex- 
ceptions to be presented to the Supreme 


rt, which convenes at Springfield in 


lanuarynext. But the prisoner will be 
,aken to Joliet as soon as possible, and 
commence serving out his sentence.

DFC&B Iftwfl u freshly iiloslriiou oy 
the eiperiencoof H«rr Fmang*!, editor 
of the "Neue Bayeriache Volksblmtt, 
who has just suffered two months impns- 
ionment in a fortress for printing »n ar- 
tide ceaBuring th* government in mod- 
erate terms, and who is now publishing 
« series of articles on bis life in jail. He 
WM first confined in a cell without venti- 
lation, dimly lighted by a heavily gra- 
ted window. His bed waa a straw saclr. 
covered with two woolen blankets. Nei- 
ther sheeti nor pillows were furnished 
him. There was a stove in the cell, 
which was heated now and then for the 
pnrpose of suffocating him, ha thought. 
Much of the time he had no fire and then 
he nearly froze to death. His food waa 
soup and chunks of meat, which he had 
to eat without knife or fork. Books and 
writing materials were denied him. Af- 
ter a time the jail doctor saw that the 
poor journalist was likely to die under 
tbia treatment, and had him removed to 
the hospital, where his food was better 
and he waa lold by tue authorities that 
if his paper published anything objec- 
tionable to the government during his 
impriaionment, he would be sent back to 
his old quarters. 
Unfortunately for 


him, in spite of the orders he had given 
his assistants, an article did appear 
which aroused official anger, and he was 
returned to the cell, hia books and writ- 
ing materials were taken from him, and 
also his clean linen and his toilet arti- 
cles. Herr Fusangd protests sgaiost 
this treatment in the name of humanity, 
and says that when he was sentenced to 
two months' impriaionment he waa not 
sentenced to be tortured by cold and 
coal-smoke, anil by a wretched bed and 
unfit nourishment, nor to be persecuted 
intellectually by being deprived of the 
means for employing his time in reading 
and writing.
